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In my ‘Revision of the Australian Species of 
the Genus Stems Latreille’ ( Mem. not. Mus. 
Viet. 31: 55-80) there is a misprint on page 
55 line 20 from below—‘any of the collections 
quoted below.’ should be followed by the whole 
text of p. 56 from line 16 from above (‘This 
species must be regarded . . .’) to line 9 from 
below (‘but are only helpful for identification’). 

After finishing the manuscript of the revision 
I obtained some supplementary material from 
the UMQ and SAM; also I had the opportunity 
to revise the BM-collection in London, and the 
collection of the Field Museum of Natural 
History, Chicago. The total number of Austra¬ 
lian specimens is 194.
